Washington Will Employ French-

between the French and. American 
Governments which began two years 
ago over the application of the Amer- 
ican valuation system. to French ex- 
ports to the United States has final- 
ly beep. settled to the satisfaction of 
both countries. 

| One of the chief sources of irrita- 
_ tion has thereby been removed and 
rr decided. improvement in. Franco- 
‘American tariff relations should fol- 
low, although, -of course, there re- 


mains the French resentment regard- 
‘ing American duties on de luxe im- 
rtations. In any event, when the 
wo nations get together at an early 
date to discuss the comme 
treaty, the present solution will un- 
doubtedly be found to have a bene- 
ficial effect upon the situation as a 
whole. 

The amicable disposal of the deli- 
cate problem was made possible by 
French acceptance of the pro s 
contained in the State Department 
note delivered here on July 24. In 
its reply to this communication, 
which is now on its way to Wash- 
ington, the French Foreign Office 
agrees to permit the return to this 
cuuntry of American treasury agents. 
The agents were withdrawn after the 
temporary. tariff accord reached .be- 
tween the two nations in November, 
1927, but their departure provoked a 
controversy which had gone on ever 
since 

The agents had been ordered. to 
France and other European coun- 
tries in compliance with a provision 
of the tariff act of 1922 woe peer 
foreign shippers to submit their 
books to the treasury agents for the 
purpose of ascertaining foreign. pro- 
duction costs. The American duties 
were then calculated upon: the basis 
of the’ agents’ findings. 


Treasury Agents Angered Europe. 

The arrival of these agents at once 
eaused widespread anger in Europe, 
and nowhere was the outburst more 

‘vehement than in France. Charges 
of ‘commercial espionage’. were 
hurled at the American Government 
by exporters, who declared the sys- 
tem an outrage. 

The agitation was intensified by 
the enforcement of another provision 
of the 1922 tariff denying admission 

to goods wens ry by. foreign firms 
which refused to submit their books 
to the American agents. One French 
exporting house, which would not 
submit its books, asserted later that 
the application of the law had ruined 
its business. 

In the temporary tariff agreement 
of 1927 France succeeded in having 
the agents withdrawn, but their go- 
ing left no means of collecting. fhe 
necessary information Me ceptor 
production costs. rege, nts were 
again heard from the ench ship- 
pers, who asserted that the Ameri- 
can valuation and not the French 
‘was being applied to imports from 
France. Such an arrangement, they 
said, placed their goods at a great 


disadvantage compared with Ameri- 
can products.

its banks. He returned with his two 
“fellow-explorers on the Trinidad liner 
Silvia and characterized the’ éxpedi- 
tion as a “dismal failure’ due to 
several causes. 

Dr. Dickey, who has already dis- 
covered unknown tribes in the wilds 
of South America, said that his trip 
‘was beset with» constant misfortune. 
At first’ he declared that he was so 
disheartened by the futile 8,000-mile 
journey: that he did not care to talk 
about it. 
~ Later, however, he told of the mis- 
haps on the journey and how his 
small boat was pitched ashore by the 
swift waters after the outboard 
motor had been wrenched from its 
clamps and plunged to the bottom 
of the river. 

Delayed Getting Boat. 

The expedition, including besides 
Dr. Dickey, Charles F. Polsten, 
topographer and radio man, and S. F. 
Tyler of Philadelphia, set out from 
New York April 25, bound for Trini- 
dad. A steamer took them into the 
méuth of the river to Ciudad’ Bolivar, 
the only city on the broad river's 
Jéength. 

There the expedition expected to 
ébtain a Jaiinch which’ the’ Venezue- 
lan Government had promised for 
use on the trip.

Building Constructed in 1886.

American Line, bought it and re- 
modeled the lower floor for business 
purposes.
